Several  years  ago  four  young 
men  from  Cornell  university  sailed 
out  of  a  lake  in  Ncav  York.  On  their 
boat  they  had  inscribed  “Cornell 
Forever,”  and  its  destination  avus 
Ithaca,  Greece.  From  Ithaca,  Noav 
York,  to  Ithaca,  Greece,  was  the  am¬ 
bition  of  its  fearless  croAV. 

Over  14,000  miles  of  Avind  and 
Avaves  sailed  these  four  Cornell  men. 
They  sailed  to  Ithaca,  Greece, 
placed,  a  atone  ujion  tho  heights  of 
ancient  Ithaca,  and  took  sail  for 
their  homes  in  America. 

Weeks  later  they  arrived  hack 
in  Noav  York.  Blown  by  the  Avinds 
of  the  sea  and  Avitli  salt  still  in  their 
hair  they  returned.  Were  they  the 
same  four  men  avIio  had  set  sail  in 
the  small  craft  weeks  before?  With 
the  salt  still  sticking  in  their  hair 
and  with  the  feel  of  the  Avind  still 
on  their  faces,  Avould  they  he  con¬ 
tent  to  settle  doAvn  and  live  the  lives 
of  ordinary  men? 

There  avo  re  no  day  by  day  jobs 
for  these  men.  There  Avas  no  office 
Avith  twenty-five  dollars  a  Aveek  for 
them.  They  had  gone  out  into  the 
Avorld  t  o  make  their  ovm  adventure, 
and  they  had  found  it.  They  had 
found  out  that  the  great  adventure 
of  life  Avas  up  to  them  to  make  for 
themselves — and  they  did. 

A  noted  traveler,  lecturer,  and 
author,  avIio  recently  lost  his  life 
at  sea,  once  said  at  this  College, 
that  students  here  should  learn  to 
get  the  broad  view  of  life.  “Get 
outside  of  Maryville,”  he  advised, 
“and  see  how  the  avo  rid  looks  to 
you.  Then  come  hack  here  and  you 
will  think  you  are  living  in  an  en¬

Richard  Halliburton  was  a  man 
avIio  made  his  life  an  adventure.  Do 
you  think  that  this  man  Avould  have 
ever  been  content  to  settle  doAvn  to 
the  ordinary  humdrum  existence  of 
ordinary  living? 

A  speaker  at  this  College  once 
said  that  life  i.s  a  romantic  business. 
When  speaking  of  romance,  lie  ex¬ 
plained,  he  was  not  speaking  of  the 
bashful  hoy  or  the  girl  Avitli  the  in¬ 
cessant  giggle.  Bather,  he  said,  lie 
Avas  speaking  about  Iioav  much 
spirit  and  adventure  a  person  could 
put  into  his  life. 

“Yes,  he  said,  “Life  is  a  rom¬ 
antic  business.  But  it  is  up  to  you 
to  make  your  oavu  romance.  And 
that  is  up  to  Iioav  much  you  have  in 
you.” 

College  students  come  and  go. 
Borne  Avill  enter  the  doors  Avith  a 
feeling  that  the  sooner  the  job  i.s 
over,  providing  they  can  get  by 
Avi Hi  the  least  effort,  the  better  off 
they  Avill  be.  Others  will  como  here 
Avith  their  hearts  set  upon  making 
their  lives  better  and  more  strong 
with  every  day.

'Pile  Northwest  'Missourian  in  general  is  pub¬ 
lished  by  the  students  of  the  College  for  a  A'arieiv 
of  readers,  about  half  of  whom  are  students  and 
faculty  on  the  campus,  and  the  remainder  of  whom 
are  almnni,  high  school  students^  parents,  news¬ 
paper  editors,  and  .subscribers. 

More  in  particular,  the  Northwest.  Missourian 
is  published  by  a  group  of  students  Avitli  editors 
chosen  hv  the  Student  Senate,  couuciled  by  n  fac¬ 
ulty  member,  and  given  the  power  by  the  Soimlc 
to  run  a  student  ncAvspnper  according  to  tlm  best 
principles  of  journalism. 

It,  is  natural,  therefore,  since  the  poAver  of  the 
editorial  stnf  fconies  from  student  representatives, 
that  this  paper  should  have  a  policy  Avhicli  Avould 
provide  for  printing  a  paper  which  is  acceptable 
to  the  student  body.  This  paper  1ms  ever  been 
elastic  in  Hint  it,  adapts  itself  to  tlm  needs  and  de- 
siroS'Of  Avliat.  its  renders  desire. 

In  an  editorial  last  spring  it  avus  stated  that; 
iioav  ideas  Avould  he  tried,  and  if  they  did  not  Avork 
they  Avon  Id  he  thrown  out,  and  those  which  Avould 
Avork  Avould  he  kept  and  modified  avIwii  the  need 
presented  itself.  The  policy  of  this  paper  is  not; 
static;  it  changes  to  meet  Hie  needs  of  tlm  readers. 

For  a  quarter  of  a  century  there  1ms  been  a 
column  in  this  paper  called  “The  .Stroller.”  The, 
truth  is,  tlm  column  1ms  become  somewhat,  a  tra¬ 
dition  of  tlm  paper,  and  it  is  hard  to  get  away 
from  a  tradition. 

Just  because  it  is  a  tradition,  hoAvever,  does 
not  justify  its  existence.  Time  and  time  again  in 
till1  past.  I’cav  years  discussion  1ms  come  up. as  to 
Avlmt  should  he  done  Avith  the  Stroller.  Ii  lias 
deteriorated  until  it  has  become  somoAvlml  of  a 
scandal  column.  Should  it  he  discarded  as  lias 
been  done  in  practically  every  other  paper  Avliieli 
lias  carried  a  scandal  column,  or  should  it  he  pre¬ 
served  as  it  is — a  tradition? 

No  other  part  of  a  paper  brings  more  destruc¬ 
tive  criticism  than  the  “dirt”  column.  It  is  hard 
to  get  a  good  one  written  in  the  first  place.  In  the 
second  place  it  is  difficult  to  formulate  any  policy 
in  regard  to  just  Avliat  can  ho  said  in  swell  a  column. 
Then  of  course,  there  comes  the  criticism  Avliich  is 
■sure  to  come  as  soon  as  the  paper  i.s  off  the  press, 
from  at  least  every  other  one  avIio  is  mentioned  in 
t  he  column. 

.  Recently .  there  arose  such  a  clamor  over  a 
story  printed  in  the  Stroller  column,  that  it  proA'cd 
embarrassing  to  the  editorial  staff  and  made  it  ap¬ 
pear  that  such  a  column  is  degrading  to  tlm  dig¬ 
nity  of  a  paper.  Another  time  the  staff  received 
a  letter  from  a  young  Avoman  avIio  said  her  school 
hoard  Avere  furious  because  her  name  lmd  appear¬ 
ed  in  the  column. 

A  number  of  reasons  have  been  brought  to, 
our  attention.  Here  are  some  of  the  facts: 

1.  The  average  collegiate  “scandal  column” 
tends  to  take  oil  a  heavy-handed  high  school  air. 
Items  in  it  run  something  like  this:  “Oh  boy!Ha\'e 
you  seen  what  blonde  Adolph  Schnitzel  hot  torn  has 
been  rustlin’  lately?  Is  she  a  honey!  Mnminmi! 
Mminm!  (Read  this  aloud. to  your  housemother  to 
get  the  full  effect.) 

2.  Such  humor  as  exists  in  the  column  tends 
to  amuse  only  those  in  possession  of  tlu*  back¬ 
ground.  In  other  AA’ords,  the  humor  i.s  not  at  all 
humor.  It  may  be  compared  to  whispering  to  your 
neighbor  in  company,  an  action  Avliich  is  rightly 
construed  to  he  had  taste. 

J.  The  average  “scandal  column’’’  i.s  a  direct 
insult  to  the  intelligence  of  most  of  our  readers, 
the  large  majority  of  avIioid  are  people  of  taste  ami 
discrimination.  It  lacks  dignity,  taste,  and  con¬ 
centrates  on  the  sensational. 

4.  Tho  average  “scandal  column”  clashes 
in  tone  Avitli  the  news  and  editorials  columns  of 
the  Nort Invest  Missourian.  Reporters  are  caution¬ 
ed  constantly  to  attempt  to  develop  a  nature,  dig¬ 
nified  style.  The  “scandal  column”  (see  reason  1) 
is  seldom  either  nature  or  dignified. 

o.  The  usual  “scandal  column”  is  an  old- 
fashioned  note  in  a  newspaper  which  has  Avon  na¬ 
tional  recognition  for  its  application  of  modern 
trends  of  journalism.  An  informal  survey  con¬ 
ducted  by  the  oditiorial  staff  failed  to  disclose  any 
prominent  neAvspapers  which  carry  such  a  column. 

(i.  A  plan  is  iioav  being  discussed  by  the  ed¬ 
itors  to  take  (he  place  of  the  Stroller.  It  is  hoped 
that  this  new  column  Avill  help  to  raise  the  stand¬ 
ards  of  the  paper. 

7.  Do  you  still  want  a  seamin'!  column?  If 
you  do,  what  ave  you  willing  .to  do  about  rais¬ 
ing  the  tone  of  it?  Y.  E.

barbaric  pomp.  Montezuma,  Aztec 
emperor,  panoplied  in  robes  of  brill¬ 
iant  splendor,  sit  upon  his  throne 
waiting  for  tidings  which  nrc  to  tell 
him  of  the  treachery  of  the  con¬ 
quering  Spaniards,  In  an  atmos¬ 
phere  presaging  the  Impending  doom 
of  his  empire,  Montezuma  receives 
the  news  or  slaying  of  his  chieftains 
at  the  hands  of  the  Spaniards.  Ho 
orders  the  bearer  of  the  evil  tidings 
to  be  used  n.s  a  sacrifice,  and  he, 
carving  out  the  heart,  reads  the 
omens  of  the  gods.  Alone  and  griev¬ 
ing,  he  hears  the  chant  of  the  Chris¬ 
tian  priests.  One  enters  bearing  a 
cross,  which  he  presents  to  be  kissed. 
Montezuma  replies:  “I  have  but  a 
few  hours  to  live  and  will  not  at 
this  hour  desert  the  faith  of  my 
fathers.”  Choosing  this  episode  as 
the  crucial  moment  of  the  impact  Of 
the  European  civilization,  -which 
came  to  conquer  a  new  continent, 
with  a  sword  in  one  hand  and  a 
cross  in  the  other,  Mr,  Shawn  has 
created  a  dance  of  great  splendor 
and  poignant  tragedy. 

The  second  scene  portrays  a  Good 
Friday  celebration  of  a  fanatic  sect 
of  Franciscans,  which  while  chrona- 
logically  out  of  order,  shows  in  strik¬ 
ing  contrast  the  effect  of  the  new 
civilization  on  some  of  the  indige¬ 
nous  people.

(  In  both  polls  it  has  been  found 
.that  most  college  yopths  apparently 
.pay  no  attention  to  political  party 
■dines.  Many  who  say  their  or  their 
parent's  sentiments  He  with  the  Re¬ 
publican  party  select  a  Democrat, 
and  vice  versa.  Therefore,  in  the  re¬ 
sults  above  there  is  no  attempt  to 
separate  Democrats,  Republicans, 
or  any  others. 

Comparisons  with  the  polls  of  the 
American  Institute  of  Pubfic  Opin¬ 
ion  show  that  possible  candidates 
■  leading  among  the  nation's  voters 
are  the  same  among  college  students.

Student  Exchange  Plan 
Should  Help  Carry  Message 

(Continued  from  Page  One) 
who  may  be  legible  for  Exchange 
scholarships? 

The  first  question  may  be  answered 
in  terms  of  the  general  procedure 
used  by  the  International  Institute 
in  seleoting  students  for  exchange. 
In  brief,  it  is  this:  American 
students  are  nominated  to  the  In¬ 
stitute  by  tlieir  respective  colleges 
and  universities.  Then  their  creden¬ 
tials— reference  letters,  scholastic 
records,  and  character  references— 
are  passed  upon  by  the  Committees 
of  college  and  university  profesors, 
which  the  Institute  has  for  each  in¬ 
dividual  exchange.  These  committees 
recommend  appointments,  and  if 
the  students  recommended  can  ac¬ 
cept  the  appointments,  they  are  sent 
to  the  countries  they  have  chosen. 

Meanwhile  similar  individual  com¬ 
mittees  of  the  foreign  countries 
which  have  exchanges  are  examin¬ 
ing  credentials  of  their  own  students. 
Those  that  are  approved  by  the 
committees  are  nominated  to  the 
Institute,  and  in  turn  the  Institute 
forwards  the  nominations  to  affilat- 
ed  American  colleges  and  univer¬ 
sities.  The  final  decision  for  ac¬ 
ceptance  or  rejection  of  a  candidate 
rests  with  the  college  or  university 
which  receives  the  nominations. 

Receives  “Direct  Exchange” 

Usually  the  candidate,  if  accepted, 
receives  a  “direct  exchange"  fellow¬ 
ship.  That  is,  he  is  given  a  fellow¬ 
ship  offered  by  a  foreign  university 
in  return  for  a  fellowship  from  his 
own  university.  This  direct  exohange 
type  of  appointment,  or  scholar¬ 
ship,  if  you  wish  to  call  it  that,  gives 
the  student  the  right  to  his  main- 
tainence  in  a  university  dormitory, 
or  in  a  private  family.  That  involves 
tuition,  room,  board,  and  certain 
other  academic  expenses.  Travelling 
expenses,  and  incidental  expenses 
incurred  on  a  personal  basis  must 
be  paid  by  the  student  himself. 

Often,  however,  American  students 
may  be  offered  an  assistantship  in 
a  French  lycee  or  Italian  liceo, 
the  offer  being  made  through  the 
French  or  Italian  Ministry  of  Edu¬ 
cation,  As  hi  the  direct  exchange, 
the  student  receives  his  maintain- 
ence  in  a  dormitory,  or  wherever 
he  may  be  told  to  stay.  The  only 
real  difference  between  the  two 
plans,  or  rather  the  sub-divisions  of 
the  same  plan,  is  that  one  may  re¬ 
ceive  a  direct  cash  grant  for  living 
expenses  under  the  direct  exchange 
fellowship. 

Insure  Health 

In  addition  to  this,  the  Institute 
insures  American  students  abroad 
against  illness  or  accident,  under  a 
group  insurance  policy  to  which 
every  student  is  expected  to  sub¬ 
scribe.  A  nominal  fee  is  charged  for 
this  service,  but  the  benfits  both 
potential  and  actual,  far  outweigh 
the  cost  to  the  student. 

As  a  rule,  a  fellowship  lasts  a  year, 
or  the  usual  academic  year  of  nine 
months.  For  those  students  who  are 
financially  unable  to  study  a  whole 
year,  however,  the  Institute  has 
evolved  a  plan  called  the  “summer 
session  abroad.”  According  to  this 
plan,  students  go  abroad  to  study 
during  the  summer  months  in  some 
foreign  country.  Only  those  students 
who  are  graduates  of  accredited 
colleges  or  universities  are  eligible 
for  this  plan,  or  for  the  longer  term 
abroad. 

Under-graduate  study  abroad  is 
not  favored  by  the  Institute,  al¬ 
though  there  is  a  plan  for  under¬ 
graduate  study  abroad  in  groups, 
known  to  Institute  students  as  the 
“Junior  Year  Abroad.”  Individual 
undergraduate  students  are  not  ad¬ 
vised  to  attempt  to  secure  a  fellow¬ 
ship,  unless  they  can  meet  the  spec¬ 
ial  reuirements  of  this  plan,  that 
is,  to  become  a  member  of  a  larger 
group  organized  with  the  specific 
purpose  of  studying  abroad. 

1,455  Study  Abroad 

At  the  present  time  there  are 
approximately  1,455  American  stu¬ 
dents  studying  abroad  under  ex¬ 
change  fellowships.  In  ‘addition  624 
other  students  are  studying  abroad 
under  other  fellowships  provided  for 
by  special  funds.  The  combined 
value  of  all  of  these  scholarships 
reaches  a  high  figure— well  over 
$800,000.  The  colleges  which  have 
exchange  connections  with  the  In¬ 
stitute  are  too  numerous  to  mention, 
but  it  may  be  said  that  they  num¬ 
ber  in  the  hundreds.  This  college 
however,  is  not  among  them,  for, 
at  the  present  time,  it  has  no  con¬ 
nections  with  the  institute.  , 

According  to  President  Uel  W. 
Lamkin,  the  foreign  students  who 
are  attending  this  college  now,  and 
those  who  have  attended  it  in  the 
past,  have  come  here  through  other 
connections.  It  is  noteworthy 
however,  that  he  believe  in  the  pur¬ 
pose  and  possibilities  of  tile  ex¬ 
change  plan. 

With  that  in  mind,  we  may  safely 
say  that  the  day  may  yet  como  when 
Maryville  students,  like  other  thous¬ 
ands  of  American  student^  who  have 
gone  abroad,  will  be  playing  no 
small  part  in  bringing  about  reali¬ 
zation  of  tiie  great  dream  which 
every  Amercian  educator  of  human¬ 
itarian  instincts  has  in  his  heart— 
that  of  contributing  to,  and  the 
building  of,  a  lasting  peace  on  earth.

Coped  By  ’Cats 
For  Second  Year 

Maryville  Wins 
Last  Home  Game  At 
Expense  of  Bulldogs 

Knowing  that  the  title  was  well 
within  grasp,  the  Bearcats  defeated 
Kirksvlllc  last  Friday  afternoon  on 
the  Maryville  gridiron  to  win  for  the 
second  consecutive  year  the  M.  I 
A.  A.  conference  title,  They  not 
only  won  the  title  but  they  added 
victory  No.  17  to  their  long  string  of 
wins.  The  Bulldogs'  showed  more 
strength  in  last  week’s  game  than 
unusual.  They  put  up  a  fight 
against  the  stronger  Bearcats. 

Tiie  19  to  13  win  was  played  be¬ 
fore  a  large  crowd  of  Dads  and  Boy 
Scouts,  the  event  climaxing  Dad’s 
Day  and  Boy  Scout  Day  on  the  local 
campus. 

Co-captains  Bill  Bernau  and 
Marlon  Rogers  led  the  team  on  the 
field  to  start  the  game  with  an  all- 
senior  line-up. 

Due  to  the  muddy  Held  the  game 
got  off  to  a  slow  start,  but  on  the 
fifteenth  play  of  the  '  game  Bill 
Bernau  intercepted  Roodhouse’s 
pass  intended  for  Bohmach  on  the 
Kirksville  45-yard  line.  Maryville’s 
brilliant  quarterback  raced  through 
a  scattered  Bulldog  field  for  a  touch¬ 
down.  Ralph  Kurtrlght  entered  the 
game  and  kicked  the  extra  point. 
Maryville  led  7  to  0. 

Kirksville  is  the  first  conference 
foe  that  scored  on  Maryville  this 
season.  Their  first  touchdown  came 
early  in  the  second  quarter  on  a 
freak  mishap.  Wills.  Kirksville  end, 
recovered  a  Maryville  fumble  on 
Maryville’s  36-yard  line.  Phillips 
went  around  left  end  to  the  26  and 
Grossnickle  drove  through  to  the 
16.  After,  a  5-yard  penalty,  Cowles 
shot  a  long  pass  to  Closson.  Harrv 
Darr,  fleet  Maryville  back,  jumped 
into  the  air  to  bat  the  ball  down. 
Wills  raced  alongside  and  caught 
the  batted  ball  before  it  hit  the 
ground.  He  stepped  over  fbr  the 
touchdown  and  Noble  booted  the 
ball  between  the  uprights  to  bring 
the  score  to  a  tie. 

The  last  two  minutes  proved  the 
opportune  time  for  the  Bulldogs  to 
put  across  their  last  tally.  King  ran 
to  the  Maryville  36.  The  ball  was 
moved  to  the  1-yard  line  but  there 
Kirksville  suffered  a  5-yard  penalty. 
After  one  pass  was  incompleted 
King  lined  the  ball  to  Wills  who 
scored  the  second  Kirksville  touch¬ 
down  for  the  afternoon. 

Frank  Baker,  Maiyville  end, 
blocked  Lane’s  kick  on  Kirksville’s 
33  midway  in  the  fourth  quarter 
to  start  a  short  scoring  spree  for 
Maryville.  Bernau  picked  9  yards 
through  center  on  the  first  play.  On 
the  next  play  he  was  stopped  by 
Gardner,  Bulldog  tackle,  but  not 
before  he  had  made  those  few  inches 
for  a  first  down.  After  Joe  Kurtrlght 
lost  a  yard.  Bill  Bernau  made  a  4- 
yard  gain  and  the  ball  was  on  the 
19-yard  line.  Walker  caught  a  pass 
from  Bernau  and  was  brought  down 
on  the  9.  Vogel  moved  the  ball  to 
the  3  and  Bernau  ran  it  over.  Tiie 
ball  was  called  back,  however,  as 
Maryville  was  penalized  for  off¬ 
sides.  Bernau  took  the  ball  on  the 
first  play  and  plunged  over  the  goal 
line  with  his  and  Maryville's  second 
touchdown  of  the  game.  Ralph 
Kurtrlght  entered  the  game  and  for 
the  second  time  this  season  missed 
his  placement. 

Less  than  one  minute  later  Larry 
Loos  intercepted  a  pass  thrown  by 
Bohmack  on  the  Kirksville  39.  Vogel 
got  away  to  the  15  and  later  Bemau 
made  a  1  yard  gain.  Bemie>  Mc¬ 
Laughlin  pushed  through  to  the  1- 
yard  stripe.  From  here  Bernau  went 
over  and  Gregory’s  kick  was  bad, 
This  ended  the  scoring  for  Maryville. 

Bemau,  who  scored  his  team’s 
three  touchdowns,  threatened  in  the 
last  part  of  the  second  quarter  when 
he  advanced  the  ball  to  the  Kirks- 
ville  12.  Another  time  that  Maryville 
threatened  was  immediately  after 
the  opening  of  the  second  half.  Pax- 
son  got  off  to  a  long  run  and  was 
downed  on  Kirksville’s  38,  The 
driving  fullback  gained  8  additional 
yards  before  Bernau  went  through 
for  gains  of  4  and  16  yards.
